REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art made of record discloses the invention as claimed. In 
particular, US 6,725,490 to Blaustein et al. does not disclose that the pivot axis of an 
auxiliary bristle support is arranged approximately parallel to a main bristle direction of 
the bristles of the auxiliary bristle support. Blaustein et al. does not disclose that one of 
the bristle supports defines a sliding surface that extends transverse to a longitudinal 
axis of the toothbrush head on which the eccentric driver is adapted to slide, the 
toothbrush head including a biasing device (or spring) biasing the sliding surface 
against the eccentric driver.
